: On Pinnacle With Christ 


By Leonard Cline. 

OME four or five years ago, when the first vol- 
ume of Elie Faure’s “History of Art” appeared- 
in English translation, we roused to welcome a critic 
of enic breadth of vision and a writer of extraor- 
dinary sweep and passion. This was not a chronicle 
of men and dates. This was the tragedy of men 
and nations-glimpsed through the paintings, the tem- 
ples and the statues they produced, interpreted with 
hot more than a shrug for the interpretations of 
others, and set down with a torrential impulsiveness 
such as that which tormented Swinburne through the 
unflsgging ecstacies of his poems, or that which 
harried Victor Hugo, a flood of irresistible energy, 

throvgh his crowding chapers. 

In that same mannér does Elie Faure crush, 
breathless and dizzy, through his essay on ‘“‘Napo- 
leon,” which is offered to the English-speaking pub- 
lic now by Knopf, in a translation by Jeffery E. Jef- 
fery. There are no biographical data. There are no 
footnetes and no references. There is nothing but a 
majesty picture of the wry little Corsican who dom- 
inated mankind for a decade and whose example 
still, M. Faure believes, dominates the thought of 
mankind. There is not even any narrative. With 
the same power of imagination M. Faure scrutinizes 
at once the beginning and the end. He gazes upon 
a completed century and entire world, he perceives 
obverse and reverse together, dawn and sunset at a 
glance. And as he gazes his thoughts pour upon his 
pages a cloudburst. It is hard to keep in mind that 
this essay must have been months in the writing. 
It seems to have been done atvone sitting, under the 
drive of an inspiration, uncalculated, undeliberated, 
mounting from chapter to chapter to a splendid cli- 


max, é 
And what does Flte Faure think of Napoleon? 
Well, he places him side by side with Christ. They 
two were the greatest ‘‘poets of action” in all history. 
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EN have hated Napoleon, and with abundant 


motives. The enormous valuation he set upon 
himself has outraged our modesty. The success with 
which he demonstrated that_ valuation has stirred 
our fear and our jealousy as well. The means by 
which he made his demonstration have outraged our 
moral sense. We have come to picture him as some- 
thing of a maniac, at heart a murderer, entirely a 
monster of ambition and selfishness, who straddled 
the world and who slew men.as a neurotic child may 
slay insécts. Wells put that portrait in words, and 
it was one of the sections most commented upon in 
his “Outline of History.” And Wells too, oddly 
enough, made the comparison of Napoleon and 
Christ. 

“In all history there is no figure so completely 
antithetical to the figure of Jesus of Narareth, whose 
pitiless and difficult doctrine of self-abandonment 
and self-forgetfulness we can neither disregard nor 
bring ourselves to obey,” wrote Wells. But Wells is 
the Socialist, postulating his ideas and attitudes on 
the hope of a peaceable and altruistic community of 
earth, with virtue conceived in terms of warm coats 
and food for every belly. Elie Faure cries out that 
peace in spiritual death, that struggle and sjaying 
and the convulsion of human institutions and phil- 
osophies in the holocausts of history are the start- 
ing points of new and more vigorous efforts toward 
the nameless goal. Wells’’s outlook is that of a man 
at the dinner table, and it appeals to us; he speaks 
from the flesh. Faure invites us to gaze, with him,

ARRY A. FRANCK, the much- 
H traveled, has discovered what 
is the matter with the Japanese. 
They do not get enough sleep— 
that is, enough uninterrupted, rest- 
ful slumber. He tells in “Glimpses 
of Japan and Formosa” of the 
things that destroy sleep wholly 
for the visitor, and that make it 
difficult for the native to get his 
repose in the needed continuity. 

Six weeks was the duration of 
Franck’s stay in Japan. “There 
are some things,” he writes, 
“which make themselves as appar- 
ent in days as in years,” and one of 
these was “that in the mass, the 
Japanese are stupid, and that they 
are by no means as clean aS Wwe 
fancied.” He found the Japanese

' “He ha dthe face of the founder of a dynasty; a 
face that was finer than that of the creator of a 
myth. or of a messiah, and was, if not the most 
beutiful, certainly the most obviously fate-ordained 
that has ever appeafed on earth, perhaps, since that 
of Jesus. It was so vital a face that it stands out in 
memory and in space like a conspicuous boundary 
stone markigg the threshhold of a world which has 
not yet been even glimpsed.” 

Surely there was a thin scorn upon his-lips, says 
Faure; he had utter contempt for most men, whom 
he found stupid and selfish among the lower classes, 
shrewd and selfish among the upper, and snivelling 
sycophants all. Surely there was an uneasiness in his 
eyes: never himself quite sure of the end toward 
which he was struggling, composing his symphony 
“In a state of unceasing lyrica) intoxication,”’ doomed 
to the Inneliness of a sphynx in the desert by the 
inability of even his chiefest lieutenants to under- 
stand him, he often was smitten with doubt. Brood- 
ing over the tomb of Rousseau once, he muttered: 
“It might have been better for the happiness of 
France if this man had never existed. * * * The fu- 
ture will disclose whether tt would not have been 
better for the happiness of the world if neither 
Rousseau nor myself had ever existed.”

That the colossus fell 
tters nothing. Napoleon, poet of action, living 
dreams rather than writing it, shattering conven- 
tions and traditions and creeds and codes and all 
that had been, flaming himself with unquenchable 
fire and kindling the world, was his own justifica- 
tion.

I 
am wondering how many people 
thgre are in this hall that are 
interested enough in tHis elec- 
tion so that they will not only 
go out and vote an election day. 
but that they will go out and 
act as watchers and stay around 
the polls and see that the votes 
are counted; because the other 
day a Republicah said to me, he 
gaid, “You can go and vote all 
you want to, but,” he said, “we 
don't count La Follette and 
Wheeler votes in this section of 
the country.”

about it—all he was Interested in 
was himself and what he, him- 
self. could accomplish while he 
was on this earth, and to let the 
future generations take care of 
themselves. (Applause.) 

Piea for Human Rights. 


That is the attitude, my 
friends—-that is the attitude of 
the selfish and the greedy individ- 


ual. Think of it! Think of. it, 
men! Cares so little—cares so 
littie about his country, so little 
about posterity, that all he thinks 
of is building up and building 
up more money—piling up more 
money for himself, I wonder 
where that individual and that 
class of individuals would have 
been if their forefathers had 
thought as litdle about you and I 
as they are thinking about pos- 
terity. 

I wonder what you and I 
Would have been today if there 
hadn't have been some strong 
men and some strong women in 
this country and in the world at 
large that thought more of put- 
ting—more of human rights than 
they did of property rights. Why, 
men and women, we would have 
been slaves today. Most of the 
people here in this audience, 
most of the white people, would 
have been slaves to some other 
class of people in this world. 


And I say to vou. my friends, 
that the line of demarcation is 
drawn clearly by that {llustra- 
tion. On the one hand you find 
the Propressives, who believe in 
human rights and believe that 
Governments are organized for 
the protection, first, of human 
rights, and, secondly, for proper- 
ty rights; whereas, the reaction- 
aries are typified in this cam- 
paign by Dawes and Coolldge, or 
Coolidge and Dawes, they belleve 
that Governments are organized 
for the purpose of protecting 
just simple property rights.

“They went out 
and fought, my friends, in order 
that you and I, their posterity, 
might have a Government of the 
people, by the people and for the 
people.

So, my _ friends, I say to you 
that when you interpret the Con- 
stitution of the United States— 
and when you interpret that 
cocument, you must interpret it 
in the light of what these men 
hed just been going through;

“BODY CAPACITY” 


AND THE REMEDY

VERY radio fan has heard of “body 

eapacity” until he is tired of it, and 

it is safe to say that nearly every fan 
has had his own troubles with it. Most 
of them would have better luck if they 
had a better understanding of what it 
really is. What is this mysterious force 
that often upsets the finest tuning with 
unruly squeals, and what is the best way 
to prevent its effects? 

Body capacity, or hand capacity, is the 
term dpplied to the property ef the hu- 
man body, which makes it act as an 
electric condenser. Your body is not a 
good condenser. Compared to the va- 
riable condensers in a receiving set it has 
an extremely small capacity. The trouble 
is that even an extremely smal] variation 
in either capacity or inductance of a set 
can throw fine tuning out of adjustment. 

Each time the operator’s hand takes 
hold or lets go of a knob in the process 
of tuning, the capacity of the set varies 
by a small amount, because some of the 
body capacity is communicated to the set 


while the hand is in contact with it. 
Then you know too well what happens. 
A very fine adjustment of the total ca- 
pacity of a set can be obtained with 
modérn vernier knobs for rotating the 
parts of the condensers, which supply 
practically all of the capacity of the cir- 
cuit. In the same way a very fine adjust- 
ment of the total inductance is obtained 
by rotating the parts of the coils which 


supply nearly all of the inductance in the 
circuit. Thus these two elements in the 
set itself can be very closely controlled. 
Body capacity, while small enough in it- 
self, is quite beyond control. That is 
why, if it is allowed to act on the set at 
all, it is likely to upset the entire -- 
justment of the receiver. 


Some radio enthusiasta who can oF F 


anything from a pocket crystal set to a 
super-heterodyne do not know just why 
this adjustment of capacity and induct- 
ance values is so important in its effect 
on reception. The reason, technically, is 
that when these values are properly re- 
lated to each other for any given wave 
length the equivalent resistivity, or total 
equivalent resistance, of the circuit is 
reduced to the minimum. As the voltage 
suppiied to the set by batteries or lighting 
circuit is constant, minimum resistance 
means maximum current. With the max- 
imum current flowing through the set, 
you have reached the point of resonance 
—the point at which signals are strong- 
est. 

Attempts have been made to eliminate 
body capacity by various methods, but 
the most effective has been the protection 
of the- panel, or tn some cases of indi- 
vidual parts of the set, with a metallic 
shield. The shield, until recently, had 
to be applied either by the user or by 
the dealer, but an “anti-capacity” panel 
of hard rubber is now being made with 
a shield vuicanized in place. Shielding, 


while decreasing the effects of body ca- 


pacity, does not detract in any way from 
the quality or volume of the tone. 

In order to make shielding thoroughly 
effective, care must be used in making 


¢@finections in the circuit. The grid and 
plate terminals are most sensitive to body 
capacity effects. Keep the parts of the 
coil or apparatus to which the grid or 
plate is connected as far as possible from 
the panel. The filament circuit must be 
properly grounded. When variable con- 
densers are mounted on the panel, con- 
nect the rotor plates to the ground or 
filament side. There are variable con- 
densers on the market with end rotor 
plates, which can therefore be termed 
self-shielding. With a series condenser 
in the antenna, the rotor plates should be 
connected to the antenna, with the con- 
denser in the ground circuit, the rotor 
plates should be connected to the ground- 
ed side. A condenser across the second- 
ary ould have the stationary plates 
comfected to the grid. 

With a variometer in the secondary 
circuit, the stator end is connected to the 
grid; in the plate circuit, the stator end 
is connected to the plate. Where a tick- 
ler is at the end of an inductance, which 
is the case with many yariocouplers, the 
end of the coil farthest from the tickler 
end should be connected to the grid. 

In locating the sockets, keep the grid 
and plate terminals farthest from the 
panel, and place the filament leads to- 
ward it, as they are not affected by body 
capacity. It is helpful to shunt the phones 
with a fix: d condenser of .001 or .002. 
mfd. capacity, or if amplification is used, 
to connect a fixed condenser across the 
plate terminal of the detector tube and 
the negative side of the “B” battery. In 
neutrodyne circuits it is very desirable 
to shield the neutroformers to evoid 


inter-eoil coupling.
